The proceedings that day would he 
ef a preliminary nature, to enable him to as- 
eertain the views of all interested persons—civil 
and military—as to the procedure that should 
he adopted, and by which they could best arrive 
ai the truth as to what happened on this date. 

Proceeding, he said that 4 would hear coun- 
eel for the different parties involved on: the 
following four ints — 

(1) Whether the inquiry should be public or 
private. 

(2) Where it should be held. 

(5) What date was the most convenient for 
persons conerrned. 

(4) Any other business any other persons de- 
sired to raise as to ure. 

The Cushendall inquiry will be conducted in 
pnvate, but the Commissioner has reserved the 
right, to hold a public sitting if he thinks ft. 

Evidence will taken at Oushendall on Mon- 
day next at 11 e’clock. 


BELFAST BURNINGS. 


DOCUMENTS IN POLICE 
COURT. 


_In the Belfast Police Court yesterday, Henry 
Crofton, described as a quartermaster of the

One of the ra contained a list of 
certain officers of the LR.A. Several receipts 
were also found from the 2nd Battalion of the 
i R.A... One was for £6 for ge 
There was another receipt for 100 of 
Webley ammunition supplied to the 2nd Bat- 
talion, which showed that these goods were 
handed over by the prisoner to from 
whom he got receipts. There was another re- 

. for “ buszer”’ for signal- 
ling and other articles. ere was another re- 
ovipt for £7 from the 2nd Battalion for a long 
Webley revolver and 300 rounds of ammunition. 

Acting on the documents found and some 
further information, the qolice raided the Rath- 
bone Street Hall, and there a regular arsenal 
was found Several documenta were also dis- 
covered which showed that the defendant had a 
great deal to do with the I.B.A. 

One of the documents contained a report of 
the death of William Thornton. It read as 
follows :—

In the meantime the two men in the store—W., 
Thornton and D. Ryan—were busy saturating the 
place with oil, when one of the scouts rushed in 
and said the Specials were ana) “Thornton 
said, “I will light it,, and asked D. Ryan for 
matches. On getting the matches he went 
towards the store. A shot rang out immedi- 
ately, and Volunteer Thoraton fell wounded by 
the Specials’ bullet. The remaining three on 
hearing the shot, saw the Specials enter, and 
rushed for the nearest exit, making good their 
eseape, not knowing until sometime afterwards 
that W. Thornton was shot.

LOCHMAREE POISONING. 


LABORATORY INVESTI- 
GATIONS. 


A . official statement, based upon the 
report of the medical officers of the Scottish 
Board of Health, who have been investigating 
the moning case at Lochmaree, Ross-shire, 
sin Opec by the Board in Edinburgh last 
night. | 

Although laboratory investigations are still 
as. it has been established that the 
eaths were due to the toxin produced by the 
baccillus botulinus contained in potted meat or 
aste. Nevertheless, further light may be

This is the first recorded outbreak of this 
type of food poisoning. The germ that produces 
the poison was discovered by a Belgian in- 
vestigator, Van Ermengem, in . 

Formerly sausages were supposed to be the 
main source of botulism. It is true that the 
foode concerned in outbreaks have been, for 
the most part, meats, such as sausage and 
ham, but. in America other foods have been 
involved. It is important to understand, the 
statement proceeds, that in food poisoning by 
bacillus botulinus, the person is killed, not 
directly by the bacillus itself, but by the poison 
it has previously produced in food consumed. 

Among the oarliest symptoms, the patient 
experiences weakness, dizziness, headache, and, 
perhaps, nausea and sickness. There is distress 
of vision, the patient sees double, the eyelids 
droop, the pupils are dilated and, at a certain

CHURCH NOTES. 


In a letter to the members of the Church 
Missionary Society, the Hon, Secretary (the 
Rev. C. B. Bardsley) speaks of the doctrinal 
controversy in that body, and recalls the resolu- 
tion passed by the General Committee on July 
12 which, he says, “ declares in the most ex- 
pliat and unreserved terms the unchanged 
evangelical character of tho Society.” He 
adds :—“ Let there be no doubt about this. If 
the Society is to fulfil ite vocation abroad and 
at home it is essential for this to be recognised 
and maintained. The resolutfon calls al! friends 
of the Society to an immeiliate forward move- 
ment, both in missionary effort overseas and in 
spiritual enterprise at home. The missionaries 
huve been hearing unhappy news of our divi- 
cions. Let us hearten them by the assurance 
that we are working together in harmony.” 

Parochial Church Councils‘ and Church School 
Managers in many parts of the country are 
being urged by the Voluntary Schools Aseocia- 
tion to refuse agreement to the transfer or 
closing of their schools in conhection with the 
scheme under the Act of 1918.

‘Sie John Bradbury and.M. Mauclere, 
who were recently despatched by the 
Reparations Commission to Berlin for. the 
purpose of discussing with the German 
Government the question of guarantees, 
have returned to Paris empty-handed.

But Germany is collapsing 
financially, or, at any rate, the mark is 
collapsing, not because she is being 
squeezed by the Allies, but because the 
German Government continues to. grind 
billion upon billion of paper marks from 
her printing presses. These marks have 
been sold to speculators. The town of Bilbao 
in Spain alone is reported to have lost a 
thousand million pesetas as the result of 
speculating in German marks. It 
secret that, since the Versailles Treaty 
was signed, London also has absorbed huge 
quantities of German marks. What became 
of the money thus realised? 

All the marks sold outside Germany 
amount to but a tiny fraction of the re 
parations debt. The Commissioners who 
have just returned from Berlin may report 
that Germany's bankruptcy has been 
What 
the world wants to know is whether it is, 
fraudulent.

fraudulent in some small respects, 


as many assert, entirely 
if the whole question alike of reparations 
and international debts is reduced to its 
proper basis. With a few insignificant 
exceptions none of the creditor nations 
actually lent their debtors real money. 
They rendered them services, and all they 
are entitled to is services in return. So 
with the reparations. The Germans did: 
not destroy six thousand million pounds 
worth of Allied money. They destroyed 
property, raw materials, services, and the 
power to render more services and produce 
more property. All they can be asked to 
restore is the equivalent of what they 
have destroyed. Had the Allies done the 
logical thing, they would have gone into 
Germany and taken the clocks from the 
mantelpieces and the pictures from the 
art galleries. They would have put bailiffs 
into the factories and receivers into the 
mines, seizing the coal and the cutlery, 
the chemicals and the toys, the timber 
and the pianos, as they came from the 
mine, the workshop, and the forest, The 
Allies can still do this, but it can only 
be done at the cost of their own indus- 
tries. Though they are supplying the 
world’s normal needs and also repairing 
the wastage of war, the Allies cannot find 
employment for all their workers, Will 
anything that Sir John Bradbury or M. 
Mauclere may have to say about the state 
of Germany provide a way out of the 
im passe ? 


Food Prices. 


In these days of acute economic distress 
it is encouraging. to find even the slightest 
sign of a downward movement in the 
price of the necessaries of life. Here in 
Ireland food prices seem to have reached 
a more or less permanent level, and there 
is not the least doubt that in the vast 
majority of cases they are far too high. 
The economic life of a nation may be 
said to hinge on the price of bread, It is 
the staple foodstuff of all Western coun- 
tries, and ita price is an excellent index 
of the prosperity of the people. Mr. E. W. 
Wightman, Secretary of the Incorporated 

ieiy of Wholesale and Retail Bakers 
(Limited), announced on Thursday that, as 
from text Monday, the price of bread in 
London willbe reduced from 0}d. to 9d. per 


ouartety loaf. Mg, Wightman, in making | in 


this welcome announcement, said that, 
although the recent fall in the price of 
flour did not warrant even this minimum 
reduction in the price of the loaf, the 
trade was of the opinion that a chance 
should be given to small bakers, who em- 
ploy non-union men, to compete with the 
big baking concerns which pay union rates 
of wages for standard hours. In the first 
instance, the reduction will apply only to 
London and the metropolitan area, but 
those who are best qualified to judge 
believe that in a very short time it will 
lead to a general reduction throughout the 
country. We hope that Ireland will not 
be forgotten.” Prices in this country, for 
some reason which the ordinary man can- 
not understand, seem to be higher than 
they are in England, although Ireland is 
one of the great food-producing centres 
of Western Europe. A meal in a Dublin 
restaurant costs considerably more than a 
like meal in London or Manchester, while 
the loaf is dearer here than in most of the 
big British towns. Ireland has reached 
such a pitch of economic exhaustion as a 
result of the civil strife which has been 
devastating the countryside for s0 long 
that every effort should be made to reduce 
prices—especially the prices of foodstuffs— 
to the lowest possible level.. A start 
should be made with the price of bread, 
and the London trade has set an excellent 
example. A two-pound loaf costs 55d. in 
Dublin at present. Surely the difference 
of twopence per quartern between Irelapd 
and England is too much. 


The Little Entente. 


While the great Powers of Europe are 
engaged in a hopeless attempt to sterso- 
type a system of international relations 
which was doomed from the moment when 
the first shot was fired in France eight 
years ago, the smaller Powers which havo 
arisen out of the ashes of the Hapsburg 
Empire are trying, at least, to give con- 
crete expression to the vague ideals. of in- 
ternational unity which have been the 
cause of so much confysion in Europe since 
the war. A meeting is about to take place 
at Marienbad—now known as Mar Lazne— 
between representatives of Czecho-Slovakia, 
Poland, Jugo-Slavia, and Rumania, The 
object of the meeting 1s to strengthen 
the Little Kntente tighten the 
already important bonds which stretch 
between Prague and Belgrade. Anything 
that tends to do away with the excessive 
nationalism of Central European States 1s 
a welcome sign of a return to sanity, but 
so far the Little Entente has confined its 
membership to Slavonic races. A Slav 
bloc in Central Europe—admirable as it 
would be from many points of view—1s not 
likely to be received with enthusiasm in 
Italy. The Italian and the Serbian 
Governments still are more or less at 
daggers drawn in connection with the con- 
troversy over Venetia and Dalmatia, and 
every attempt to consolidate the Slav 
element, in Central Furope is inter- 
preted by Rome as an indirect attack 
upon Italian interests. Italy's fears may 
be groundless; but they have been con- 
firmed, to a great extent, by the wild 
utterances of Jugo-Slav Nationalists in 
recent months. There is one way by which 
Italy’s objection may be overcome, If the 
Little Entente ia sincere in its intention 
to promote the economic welfare of Central 
Europe, Austria and Hungary should Le 
admitted to its membership. Their in- 
clusion in the Little Entente would 
balance the purely Slav element which 
Italy fears, and a real rapprochement 
between the six little States would be 
of incalculable benefit to the whole world.

Memorties of the Somme. 


The interesting ceremony at the Royal 
Barracks, Dublin, yesterday, when the 
colours of the Wiltshire Regiment were 
trooped in commemoration of the Latfle of 
the Leipzig Salient, will ‘recall to 
thousands of Irishmen those fateful days 
six years ago when Ireland's blood was 
flowing in torrents on the Somme. The 
famous attack by the Wiltshires was one 
of the most gallant efforts of the terrible 
campaign. They attacked in conjunction 
with the Warwickshires on August 22nd, 
and three days afterwards routed the finest 
troops of the Prussian Guard. The 
Leipzig Salient was in the Thiepval sector, 
where on July Ist the 36th (Ulster) 
Division had added a new and glorious 
chapter to Irish history. Thousands of 
Irish homes were bereaved in those heavy 
days. Boys from Belfast and Dublin, 
Cork and: Londonderry, Limerick and 
Armagh fell in that heroic struggle and 
sleep now peacefully in the valley through 
which the Somme flows down to the sea. 
When they died Ireland was one in her 
mourning. Unionist and Nationalist, Pro- 
testant and Roman Catholic, Ulsterman 
and Munsterman—we al] shared a common 
grief and a common pride. When posterity 
reads the history of the Somme battles 
the names of the Irish regiments will 
stand out from its pages im letters of un- 
dying fire. Their epic deeds will live for 
ever, and in years to come the records of 
their splendid sacrifice will be among the 
proudest memories of the Irish race.

it is out of the question. 

It is possible, of course, that the French 
are right in their belief that a com- 
paratively moderate exercise of pressule 
upon Ge-many would cause the Germa:: 
Government to take the necessary steps 
itself, and it is conceivable that what has 
happened since the break up of the Lon- 
don Conference has brought Mr. Lloyd 
George nearer to M. Poincaré’s point of 
view than he was ten days ago. But no 
public announcement of his opinion, what- 
ever it may be, is likely to be made until 
the British and French delegates now ar 
Berlin have made their report to the Fe: 
parations Commission in Paris. 

Wireless enthusiasts are keenly awaiting 
developments regarding broadcasting. An 
experimental service is now being sent out 
from London, and it has been shown that 
for two hundred miles the reception 14 
usually good, while on exceptionally, 
favourable occasions a distance of over 
three hundred miles has been well 
covered. So far as Ireland is concerned, 
the British Postmaster-General only issues 
licences for use in Great Britain, and 
when the question of wireless in Ireland 
comes to be considered it will be for thé 
Irish Postmaster-General to frame suitable 
regulations. If it is decided to allow a 
broadcasting service in Ireland it wil! have 
to be decided whether there shall be one 
station situated near the centre of tha 
island, or whether there shall be two such 
stations, one in the Seuth and one in th* 
North. 


BROADCASTING.

TRADE UNIONISTS CONFER WITH 
CHANCELLOH. 


BERLIN, Friday. 


In the course of the conference between the 
representatives of the leading trade unions and 
the Chancellor (Dr. Wirth), the latter. declared 
that the Government had examined the qués- 
tion of the restriction of the import of articles 
of luxury, with the result that an increase of 
duty on imports of pobacco and coffee, and a 
number of other articles, was regarded us neces- 
sary, as well as the prohibition of the import 
of several others. 


Chancellor explained, would be very -difficult 
in view of the fact that there was no maans 
of preventing illicit traffic. 

The fixing of a standard of German currency, 
as desired by the Trade Unions, was, in his 
opinion, only possible if the reparations problem 
were put on a reasonable basis. On the other 
hand, the Government was ready to examine 
the question of an internal loan on a gold 
basis. 

With reference to the introduction of a 
rationing system, the Chancellor said that this 
question depended upon whether the popula- 
tion still possessed sufficient moral strength to 
bear it. 

The Chancellor finally declared that the 
Cabinet was going to examine the questions 
thoroughly, and that the fina! decision would 
be taken only after fresh negotiations with the 
Trade Unions. 

With reference to the request of the Trade 
Unions for the establishment of more stringent 
taxation measures, particularly in regard to the 
prompt collection of income tax, the Secretary 
of State for Finance; Herr Zapf, declared that 
this request had already been comphed with. 
He expressed a confident hope of being able to 
collect the total amount of taxation due this 
year. 

In regard to the demand of agriculbturists 
for supolicn of artificial manure, the obtaining 
of winch would be facilitated by credits or a 
Government guarantee, Herr Zapf declared that 
the matter was at present under considera- 
tion by the Government, 

The further question of potato and meat 
supplies was also being fully considered, as 
well as the questions of the export of cattle 


and the EE of sugar.

COMMANDANT SHOT DEAD. 5) 


The following official report was issued from 
General Headquarters, Irish Army, last night: 

“In an ambush, which took place at Glasson, 
near Athione, to-dav, Commandant McCormack, 
of the Brigade Stal, Castle Barracks. Athlone, 
was shot dead.'. He was a native of Moate. 
Captain Rattigan, also of the Brigade Staff, 
end a native of Tullamore, was Seriously 
rounded. 

“Commandant McCormack was deliberately 
Bhot while bandaging his wounded comrade, 
Captain Rattigan. 

" A civilian, named Murtagh, who was in the 
Vicinity of the village at the time of the 
embush, was shot dead by the irregulars. His 
horse was also killed.” 

Our Athlone Correspondent writes :—Glasson 
village was the scene of a deadly ambush on 
Whursday evening when a party of three un- 
armed officers of the national forces, in mufti, 
was ambushed as it entered the village from 
Athlone. Commandant san MeCormack 
was mortally wounded, and died twenty 
minutes later, and Volunteer Hayes, the driver 
pf the car, was wounded iw the back. Patrick 
Murtagh, egg exporter, of Wineport, who was 
pursuing his business in the village, was hit in 
the side by what appears to have been an ex- 
anding bullet. He died an hour later. Mrs. 
Bovd. wife of Mr. Boyd, cattle dealer, Glasson 
and a natwe.of Athlone, was wounded in the 
breast while standing at her door. During the 
firing, which lasted for twenty minutes, the 
villagers were terrified. 

The ambushers, who numbered about thirty, 
were concealed in the ruins of Glaason police 
barracks, and behind a wall on the opposite side 
of the road, which was loopholed.

| **LIVELINESS” IN CLONMEL, 
(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
CLONMEL, Friday. 

Sharp outbursts of firing have broken the 
silence of recent nights in Clonmel with un- 
tiling regularity. Outposts are occasionally 
sniped from the mountains, and machine gun 
fire hag been. opened on armoured cars patrolling 
the outskirts of the town. 

On Wednesday night a party of the troops in 
a Lancia car surprised two irregulars in the 
act of felling a tree near the scene of Monday's 
ambush, in which Colonel-Commandant Thorn- 
ton was wounded and two of the soldiers were 
killed. Several rounds of Lewis gun fire were 
directed at the car, but the patrol succeeded in 
capturing the two men. One of the troops was 
slightly wounded. 

Last night While a party of the troops were 
earrying out a raid on a house in Irishtown 
Verey lights were sent up by some of the 
irregulars from the direction of the Cashel road, 
Immediately afterwards rifle and machine gun 
fire was opened on the western end of the 
town from the mountains on the far bank of 
the Suir. The firing lasted intermittently for 
about a quarter of an hour. 

In the early hours of this morning a Lancia

Telegraphic communication with the town has 
not yet been restored. Parties of irregulars 
have on a few occasions during the last week 
prevented linesmen from .repairing the damage 
caused to the wires.

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WILTSHIRE’S GALLANT

Yesterday was the sixth anniversary of the 
battle of the Leipzig salient, Thiepval, when 
the Ist Battalion the Wilishire Regiment de- 
feated the Prussian Guard. 

The battalion, which is now quartered at the 
Royal Barracks, Dublin, celebrated the _o¢ca- 
sion by a ceremonial trooping of the colour on 
the Palatine square of the barracks yesterday 
morning. , 

Four hundred officers and men paraded, in- 
cluding the following, who were serving with 
the battalion on the higtoric August 25, 1916 :— 
Captain B. K. Wait, M.C,; Lieutenant A. T. 
Griffiths, M.C., D.C.M.; Company Sergeant- 
Major H. J. Baish, Sergeant J: Tovey, M.M.; 
Sergeant J. J. Sweeney, Sergeant E. H. Pool- 
man, M.M.; Lance-Corporal R: Goulding, 
Lance-Corporal W. C. Bartlett, Lance-Corporal 
Rh. Luckett, Private ©. Cambray, M.M.; Private 
J. Butehart, Private D. Ingledew, Private C. E. 
Smith. 

Historical records of the course of the Allied 
offensive on the Somme in July, 1916, show that 
the Ist Battalion the Wiltshire Kegiment took 
part in the first attack on the Leipzig salient 
on the 5th. There was desperate fighting 
there, and the battalion incurred heavy losses. 
Lieutenant-Colonel W. S. Brown, Commanding, 
was killed; he was succeeded by Captain (after- 
wards Lieutenant-Colonel)-S. T. Ogilvie, who 
had enlisted as a private at the outbreak of 
the war. 

After a tour of duty in the line at Beaumont 
Hame! the battalion, on the 19th, returned to 
the salient. On the 22nd, with the Royal War- 
wickshire Regiment on the right, the Wiltshires 
launched a new attack, which was successful. 
All the objectives were gained, and heavy losses 
inflicted on the Germans. 

On August 24 the battalion stormed and 
occupied the notorious Hindenburg trench, tak- 
ing many prisoners. 

No immediate counter-attack followed, but on 
the next day the captured trench was subjected 
to an intense bombardment, which caused many 
casualties. Local attacks were subsequently 
launched by the enemy, but were driven back 
by the lst Battalion the Wiltshire Regiment 
and the 3rd Battalion the Worcestershire Regi- 
ment, with heavy loss. 

At one o'clock in the afternoon the battalion 
was withdrawn, in order to deliver another 
attack at five o'clock. Just as this attack was 
being launched at the hour fixed the Germans 
were seen to leave their trenches and begin to 
advance in massed formation. Realising the 
situation, the Wiltshire Regiment at once 
opened rapid fire into the dense mass of ad- 
vancing Germans, and eventually succeeded in 
checking the advance when the leading line was 
within 70 yards of the battalion. 

By means of a carrier pigeon our artillery 
were informed, and a few minutes later the 
guns opened fire upon the enemy, who, caught 
as they were in the open in close formation, 
suffered enormous losses and were forced to re- 
tire. The German attacking troops proved to 
be the Prussian Guard, who had been specially 
brought up, with orders to recapture the 
Leipzig salient at all costs, as it was regarded 
by them as the key to the Thiepval position. 


YESTERDAY’S CEREMONIAL, 


At yesterday's ceremony to commemorate this 
glorious episode in the regiment’s long bistory, 
the 1st Battalion paraded in companies at the 
western side of the square, the “ veterans ”’ 
being drawn up as @ separate unit. The 
battalion was remarkably steady, and presented 
a very fine appearance. 

The drab monotony of the khaki was relieved 
by the bright scarlet of the drume and band, 
stationed on the north and south eides of the 
square, and the brilliant eplash miade by the 
uncased colours and their escort, wearing broad 
red sashes. 

General Sir Nevil Macready, General Officer 
Commanding the Forces in Ireland, was the 
inspecting officer. He was accom ied by General 
Boyd, commanding the Dublin District, and 
Colonel Commandant Oldman, commanding the 
24th Infantry Brigade. The battalion was 
under the command of Colonel Gillson, D.5.O. ; 
Lieutenant Heywood, the Adjutant, who won 
the Victoria Cross in the war, was a notable 
person on parade. 

A large number of officers of, the Southern 
Command, ladies, and gentleman, were provided 
with seats near the saluting base. 

General Macready took up bis position at 11 


o'clock, and the trooping of the colour was. 


carried out with imposing ceremonial and ad- 
mirable precision. 

At the coriclusion of the ceremony the 
inspecting Officer inspected the troops. He 
addressed a few words, individually, to the 
‘‘veterans,”’ and afterwards congratulated the 
battalion on its efficiency and smartness. 

The general salute was then sounded, the 
colours were marched off parade, and the 
battalion was dismissed.

AN APPRECIATION AND A MORAL. 


lhe principal article in today's issue of 
An t-Ogide is ‘‘ The Dead Chief,”’ a generous 
appreciation of the late General Michael Collins, 
by Commandant-General Piaras Beaslai.

Michael Collins was 
known in pre-truce dags as “ The Big Man. 
“- 1 was our favourite nickname for him, says 
the writer, “and no name was ever more 
obviously appropriate. He was big in body, big 
in mind, and big in heart. There was no room 
in his large, expansive nature for small passions, 
narrow prejudices, petty vanities and selfishness 
such as have caused misguided men to turn our 
Ireland into a land of blowd, ashes, and tears. 
Where they thought of their petty jealousies 
and vanities, their formulas and face-saving, he 
thought of Ireland. ... No army ever had a 
chief who had so fine an appreciation of the 
mcn under his+command. In one of my last 
interviews with him, his conversation, cheery 
and confident as ever, turned on the soldiers. of 
the national Army. ‘ Aren't the boys great?’ 
he said.” 

After touching on the late General’s “energy 
and efficiency,” the writer goes on >—“‘ It is hard 
to believe that the inspiration he gave us will 
dic with himeelf. For all the officers and men 
of the national Army in the midst of their grief 
at this tragic blow there is one thing to do. 
Let them banish: from their minds all bate and 
bitterness, all futile recriminations and passions, 
aud say only to themselves in a spirit of high 
and holy resolve—‘ May I give just such loya| 
service to Ireland as the Big Man would wish. 
May I, in my small way, be as faithful, as un- 
flinching, as energetic, and as generous as him- 
self.” If they find it hard to say this—and 
human nature being what it is, it is hard not 
to feel bittermess against the misguided men 
who are seeking to engulf Ireland in ruin to 
satisfy their feeble vanity—I will give them 
these words from a private ietter of Michael’s, 
written to a dear personal friend, only a few 
days before his death, which I am permitted to 
publish— Anybody who is out for blood or 
scalps is of little use to the country; equally, of 
course, the real issue cannot be departed from.’ 

“ This wag typical of the brave and generous 
spirit of our late Commander-in-Chief. ‘The 
real issue cannot be departed from.’ The real 
issue is whether the Irish people are to be 
masters in their own house or not. Whatever 
happened he was determined that the will of 
the Irish people would prevail, and, in his own 
words, that ' Ireland would get a chance.’ It is 
for us all, acting in the spirit of his noble, 
manly, and: generous career, to ensure that 
Ireland gets a chance.

GRIM FIGHT ON A 
LONELY ROAD.

CORK, Friday Night. 

A graphic story of the fatal ambush in which 
General Collins lost his life was given to-day by 
Lieutenant J. G. Smith, 1st Dublin Brigade, 
who was sufficiently recovered from his injuries 
as to be able to narrate his experiences in that 
grim struggle. Lieutenant Smith preceded the 
party on a motor bieycle, and was wounded in 
the neck. His injuries fortunately are not of a 
serious character. When the party arrived at 
8 scene of the ambush fire was opened on 

em, 

“I immediately put on full speed,” said 
Lieutenant Smith, “ and rode right through for 
about 300 yards. One bullet struck the handle- 
bar of my motor bicycle and injured my left 
hand. I saw a large cart, with a wheel off, 
drawn across the road in the form of a barri- 
cade, and I dismounted and ran into the ditch 
for cover. The cart completely filled the road, 
which is narrow at that point. After a minute 
or two I crawled along, taking advantage of the 
little cover which the ditch afforded, to see how 
the others fared. A few seconds elapsed, and 
then the Crossley tender came up, and stopped 
firs, where I was. I shouted to them to get 
under cover, and, under the direction of Colonel- 
Commandant O'Connell, the men dismounted 
and divided into two parties. 

“Heavy firing was, of course, going: on all 
this time, and our party had not yet com- 
menced to reply. My motor cycle sl tender 
were left on the road. One party immediately 
opened fire on the attackers at both sides of the 
toad with a Lewis gun and rifles. Notwithstand- 
ing the heavy fire which was being directed on 
us, the other parts ran to the cart across the 
road, and, attacking the barricade vigorously, 
moved it aside, thus leaving the road open. 
This work occupied a very considerable time, 
during which we kept up a continual fire on the 
attacking party. 

Meantime, the Leyland touring car and the 
armoured car had stopped some distance further 
up the hill, and we could hear the fight goin 
on at this end also. The attackers were sprea 
out along the slopes at both sidés of the road 
for fully a quarter of a mile. The Leyland car 
was stopped by direction of the Commander-in- 
Chief, who, with Major-General Dalton and the 
two drivers, took cover behind the fence, about 
a foot high, This, however, left them exposed 
to the fire of the party on the other side of the 
road. The armoured car was in action a little 
further up at the lower end of the road. We 
kept firing, and after some time drove back the 
ambushers on the right hand side of the road. 
They seemed to retreat over the top of the bill, 
and the firing from this direction sinioes ceased. 
I went up around the brow of the hill after a 
little in order to reconnoiitre, and, as far as I 
could see, this section of the irregulars had gone 
back over the hill. This gave us the opportunity 
to open a more intensified fire on the attackers 
on the other side, who were concealed around 
the farmhouse and amongst the shrubbery and 
bushes across the stream. We picked off a couple 
of them, and could see a couple of them fall. 
Another was seen crossing a gap and was hit 
when fired upon. 


THE WOUNDED CHIEF. 


Our party continued to fight fiercely, and afte 
another short space of time 1 decided to try to 
get into touch with the others to see if they 
were ail right. I rushed over to my bicycle, 
after telling the officer in charge, and, jumping 
on, rode about 100 yards up the road. I was, 
of course, scen, and had only got this distance 
when heavy fire was directed at me, so I again 
dived for cover, turning the bicycle into the 
ditch and jumping clear. After waiting a 
little I crawled along till. I reached the Leyland 
car in which, of course, there was nobody. It 
was in the middle of thé toad, and about 200 
or 300 yards higher up I could see the armoured 
car in action. I crawled along until I came 
to a point opposite the armoured ear. Then 
I saw the Commander-in-Chief lying wounded 
at the right-hand side of the armoured car, 
Major-General Dalton and Colonel-Commandant 
O’Connell were attending him when I saw him, 
and they were trying to bandage his head. 
Genera] Dalton called me over, with another of 
the party, to get the Commander-in-Chief into 
the armoured car. We went over, and as we 
were lifting the body, I was hit in the neck. 
During all the time, of course, heavy firing had 
been kept up. The others eventually got 
General Collins’s body on to the armoured car, 
‘which then moved down the road to the Ley- 
land car. This was the concluding stage of the 
engagement, which had been going on for about 
an hour. 

It was then nearly dusk. The armoured car 
passed the Leyland in front of jt, and after a 
while the efforts of the driver to start the 
engine were successful. We moved on to where 
the tender was halted, those in the armoured 
ear keeping up the firing all the time. The 
body of the dead Commander-in-Chief was then 
moved into the tonneau of the Leyland car, 
and General Dalion stood there holding the 
bod 


driver, as I had to abandon my motor cycle. 
In this way we went on past the cross to 
Crookstown, about 20) miles away. Here we 
got a civilian to show us the way to the next 
village. We had to go through fields to avoid 
destroyed bridges on our way into Ballin- 
collig, and at one place we were delayed for 
two hours owing to the difficulty of getting the 
ears across boggy parts. It was here that we 
left the Leyland car, which has since heen 
brought back. The body was transferred from 
it to the tender and we continued on our way. 

After a short difficulty, we got on to the main 
road again, and then went on beyond Ballin- 
collig, coming by the back road—the Model Farm 
road. Another blown up bridge prevented us 
from continuing on this road, and we came 
down to the straight road through a farm and 
then into the city.

FIVE PLACES TO BE FILLED. 


There have been no fresh developments in re- 
gard to the filling of Ministerial vacancies in 
Dail Eireann. Consultations between members 
of the Cabinet are, it is understood, held daily. 
So far as can be ascertained, however, no 
meeting has been held for the purpose of ap- 
pointing successors to Mr. Arthur Griffith and 
General Collins. 

As already stated, the work of Acting Presi- 
dent of the Dail and Acting Chairmen of the 
Government is being done by Mr. W. T. Cos- 
grave in addition to his own duties as Minister 
for Local Government. Also he is undertaking 
the work of the Ministry of Finance, which 
formerly was in the hands of General Collins. 

Five seats are now vacant in Dail Fireann— 
namely, those lately held by President Griffith 
(Co. Cavan). General Collins (Co. Cork), Mr. 
Cathal Brugha (Waterford City and East Tip- 
perary), Mr. Harry Boland (South Mayo and 
South Roscommon), and Mr. Joseph McGuinness 
(Longford and Westmeath). 

These are not likely to be filled until, the 
Dail assembles. The Speaker will then be made 
officially aware that the seats are vacant, and 
writs for the holding of elections will probably 
be issued without delay.

Router’s Agency learns that the following 
statement. was made yesterday in an authborita- 
tive British quarter regarding the expenditure 
of the proceetis of the loans advanced during 
the war by the United States Government to 
the British Government :— 

There appears to be some misapprehension as 
to the statement in the Balfour Note that, in 
substance, .if not in form, the money which 
we borrowed from the United States Govern- 
ment was borrowed for the use of our Allies, f 
and not for ourselves. 

In answer.to a question in the House of Com- 
mons on October 20 last, Sir Robert Horne said: 
I think the simplest method of expressing the 
position is to say that, after the entry of the 
United States of America into the war, this 
country borrowed from the United States 
Government the sum of 4,277,000,000 dollars 
(£876,000,000 at par), and that during the period 
in which this country was borrowing from the 
United States Government the British Govern- 
ment advanced to the Allies £897,000,000. 

If we had not to meet anv calls for assist- 
ance from our Allies, it would have been un- 
necessary for us to seck assistance from the 
United States Government. It is true that, 
with the exception of the sum of about 
140,000,000 dollars. which was lent to the Bri- 
tish Government in order to be immediately 
re-lent to Russia for the purposes of the Russian 
dollar expenditure in the United States, the 
whole of the proceeds of the United States 
Government's advances to the British Govern- 
ment were applied towards meeting the British 
Government's expenditure in the United States, 
but, at. the same time, it must be remembered 
that had the British Government not been com- 
pelled to make advances to its Allies for their 
expenditure in the British Empire and in neu- 
tral countries, it would have been unnecessary 
for it to apply to’ the United States Govern- 
ment for financial assistance. 

Nor must it be forgotten.that early in 1918 
the British Government pressed the United 
States Government to relieve it of the respansi- 
bility for ‘financing the Allies, and offered in 
return to finance all its own expenditure in the 
United States without borrowing from the 
United States, but the American Government 
declined to agree to that proposal.

Under the normal. conditions of 
Government, few, however great, are trreplac- 
able, but, under ‘those that now prevail in Ire- 
land, every gap in the front rank of the pro- 
Treaty Party must assume alarming propor- 
tions. If, therefore, Imshmeh are disconsolate, 
it is because they realise the deadly nature of 
the conflict that is distracting their country. 
On the broad facts of the situation, it might 
appear that the pro-Treaty Party have already 
laid the foundations of an assured ascendancy. 
The overwhelming majority of Irishmen are 
weary of a struggle that has brought therr 
country to the verge of bankruptcy, and regard 
the Treaty as the only practical means of sal- 
vation. 

Ireland, beyond doubt, is angry, but Treland 
has not yet gathered strength to overcome the 
paralysis that years of acquiescence in terrorism 
have produced. A strong Government might do 
much to stimulate her, but even a strong Go- 
vernment could not be certaim of success, unless 
it were reinforced by vigilant and active sup- 
port. There can be no peace until the 
“gunmen ” are captured. and put cut of harm's 
way. It is obvious that the new rulers of 
Ireland must sé¢ek authority rather through 
action than in virtue of their own reputations. 
It. is equally obvious that the prevailing condi- 
tions are intolerable. Apart from the anxieties 
and sufferings of thousands who are entitled 
to. justice and protection at their hands, the 
material cost of this struggle is cumulatively 
rumous. 

The leaders who are gone were, no doubt, 
striving to bring these conditions to an end; 
but they were besieged by difficulties, not the 
least of which were the original conceptions 
they themselves had formed of the present 
struggle. New men turning resolutely to their 
task should find a clearer field. It would be 
welcome news, indeed, that, under a new 
dispensation, the last lingering hope of 
compromise was dead and the last hesitancy 
overcome.

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GERMAN MORATORIUM. 
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NEED FOR GUARANTEES. 

The Timea in a leading article says:—The 
British and. French Governments still have time 
to agree on practical medsures that might, ar 
any rate, check the abnormal! process indicated 
in the fantastic fluctuations of the mark, and 
give time for the further consideration of a 
tolerable solution. It is impossible either for 
Great Britain or for France to grant Germany 
a toratorium unless Germany provides adequate 
fuarantees.

That not in-a spirit of contention, 
but to prevent greater folly and bitterness, 
which must follow prolonged strife, we request 
those responsible’ to return to a policy of 
sanity.”

The Committee exprésses the opinion that a 
Ministry directly responsible to Parliament is 
likely to be more in harmony with the char- 
acter of the people than any Board, and that 
education under a unified administration may 
be expected to ve more efficient than it 
would ever have been under the direct control 
which has now been‘ superseded. It recom- 
mends that al] the powers and duties of the 
Lord Lieutenant and of the Treasury, under 
Sections 10 and 11 of the Natiohal School 
Teachers (Ireland) Act, 1879, be transferred to 
the Ministry of Education. It recommends 


in connection with the Ministry of Education, 
and that it should be the function of this 
Council to tendér advice to the Minister at 
any time, or to make any representation 
which it may deem desirable. The Minister, 
on. his part, should be prepared at all 
times to consider such advice and represen- 
tations, and to consulé the Advisory Council as 
to the expediency of any changes “in policy 
which he may have in View. ' 

The Advisory Council should meet at least 
twice a year. Additional nfeetings may be 
convened by the Minister or on thé requisition 
of ten members.” Members should hold office 
for three years. The Mimister, or any officer 
deputed by him, should have the right to 
attend meetings of the Advisory Council, and 
to speak, but not to vote, and it should be 
within the power of the Ministry to appoint 
any of its own officers to act as secretaries or 
other officers of the Advisory Council. 


THE COUNCIL. 


The Committee recommends that representa- 
tion on the Council should be on the following 
lines :—Local committees for primary education 
(exclusive of Belfast), 4: local. committee for 
technical education (exclusive of Belfast), 3; 
Belfast Education Committee, 3; the represen- 
tatives to be elected by the committee con:

seen nominated by the Minister, 5—total, 


After a full consideration of the evidence, 
the report states that while recognising those 
advantaces of a county system, the Committee 
were led to the conclusion that there 
were serious, if not insuperable, difficulties in 
the way of adopting euch a system, and it 
recommends that for the present, at al] events, 
the local administration of education should 
be entrusted to a smaller nnit than the country.

It is important that there should be as com- 
plete co-ordination as possible between the 
three branches of education and nupils who are 
highly qualified to profit by advanced eduea- 
tion should be encouraged to proceed from the 
primary to the secondary or technical school. 


RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 


On the subject of religious education. the 
report states:—The original object of the svs- 
tem of national education should be maintained. 
This object was “to afford combined literary 
and moral, and separate religious instruction, 
to children of all rsuasions, as far as sible, 
in the same school, upon ‘the fundamental prin- 
ciple that no attempt shall be made to interfere 
with the peculiar religious tenets of any descri- 
pion of Christion pupils.” Strict care should be 
taken that the existing rules and regulations 
of the Commissioners of Mational Fducation 
with reference to religious instruction, except 
in so far as modified below, should be contived. 
In schools of Class I, such religious instruction 
as is approved by the parents or guardians of 
the children should he given for a period of, as 
a rule, et least half an hour in each school 
day, or its equivalent within each woek. “The 
Churches should prescribe the programme of 
religious instruction for their own children 
either senarately or in agreement amongst them- 
selves. It is hoped that a common Scripture 
programme will be agreed upon for the religious 
instruction of children helongine to all Pro- 
testant denominations. While it is expected 
that teachers will give religious instruction in 
schools of Class I., it should not be obligatory 
upon them to teach any part of the prescribed 
yogramme which requires catechetical or other 
instruction in the denominationa) tenets of any 
denomination, but a teacher may voluntarily 
give such instruction, if he has the approval of 
the authorities of the Church, and of the 
parents to whose children the instruction is 
given. The right of entry of the clergy or 
others, to whom the parents or guardians of the 
children do not object, to give Scriptural and de- 
nomiuational instruction at fixed and stated hours 
with facilities for examination and inspection at 
other times, should given in all schools of 
Classes I. and II. The persons entutled to righe 
of entry to a school or group of schools be those 
appointed thereto by the authorities of the 
Churches. While we are of opinion that re- 
ligious instruction should form part of the edu- 
cation given in preparatory schools, reparatery 
departments of secondary schools, an setondary 
echools, nevertheless, in view of the constitu- 
tion of such schools, the nature of their founda. 
tion, the purposes for which and the conditions 
under which they afte governed and managed 
we consider it injudicious to impose any- system 
or rules as to religious instruction. and we leave 
the matter rather to the bodies of trustees and 
governors. 

Compulsory attendance throughout the six- 
county area is aimed at, and greater strip- 
gency is recommended as regards the employ- 
ment of children. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


Dealing with school buildings, the Committee 
recommend that State aid should in future take 
the form of long-term loans rather than grants. 
In all cases of loans for new schools, or enlar 
ment and enc ong of existing schools, the 
Ministry should retain a lien on the premises,

Numerous recommendations are made oon- 
cerning pensions, one of which is that teachers’ 
pensions should be generally on Civil Service 
lines, save as regards contributions. A woman 
teacher may retire voluntarily on pension after 
35 years’ service, Teachers who leave the ser- 
vice before the age for pension, and are not 


refund of their contributions without interest. 

The Committee does not recommend the teach- 
ing of agricuiture in the primary, secondary, or 
technical schodls. Instruction in -practical agri- 
culture should be the province of the Ministry 
of, Agriculture. 

Regarding reformatory and industrial schools, 
the recommendations of the Committee are — 
The functions of the Ministry of Education 
should be limited to defining the lines on which 
they are to be conducted from an educational 
point cf view, and the qualifications of the 
teachere. Prior to any revision of the financial 
position of these schools, the Ministry of Educa- 
tion should be eonsulted as to the qualifications 
of teachers, and the sufliciency of their salaries; 
the latter should be not less than those of 
teachers of primary schools. Future appoint- 
ments of teachers and changes in curricula 
shoult be made in consultation with the 
Ministry of Education, whieh should also 
arrange for regular inspection. 

Workhouse echools should be abolished, and 
the children sent to ofdinary primary schools. 

Responsibility for schools for afflicted children 
should be shared by the State and local com- 
mittees. 

The Committee further recommend the 
institution of a scheme of county scholarships to 
enable pupils of primary schools to pass io 
secondery and technical schools and thence to 
Universaties. This scheme is to take the place 
of the existing county University scheme, and is 
to be financed by a computsory rate with aid 
from the Ministry. 


FINANCE, 


The report adds:—“It is estimated that the 
total annual cost of ihe teaching staff in the 
primary schools is about £1,450,000: of this 
amount £67,500 is in the form of capitation 
grants payable mainly to principal teachers, 
A reduction in the expenditure on education 
should be possible in future if effect is given 
to our proposals in regard to the amalgamation 
of schools. 

“Our recommendations involve 
of a’ grant from State funds to rimary schools 
equivalent to half the cost of heating and 
cieansing. We estimate the sum required to be 
about £50,900 per annum.

The most important news announced at the 
Great Southern and Western Railway offices, 
Kingsbridge, yesterday morning was the 
seizure by irregular forces of the company's 
permanent way train, engine, materials, tools, 
and appliances on the Mitchelstown branch, 
about seven miles north of Fermoy. This loss 
In itself increases the company's difficulty in 
carrying out repairs of the various breaches on 
the line of rail. 

The tablet instruments in the signal cabins 
at Rosslare Strand and at Baliygeary, as well as 
the telephone instruments, were badly damaged, 
and wires were cut in two places in the section 
between Kilrane and Ballygeary. On the section 
between Clara and Ballyeumber telephone poles 
At Balfycullane the com- 
pany’s goods store was raided and goods re- 
moved, and at Charlestown the goods premises 
were entered by armed men and some of the 
company’s property stolen, together with some 
foodstuffs. 


SPIRITUAL HEALING, 
LYTTELTON AND 

COUE SYSTEM. 

Dr. Lyitelton, speaking in a Norwich church 
on the eubject of spiritual healing, said that 
this movement for the healing of the sick on the 
part of the Church was being paralysed by the 
lukewarmness of good people. Many people 
seemed to think that the movement represented 
merely an act of human kindness; but Christ 
gave two commands, “Go and teach” and 
“ Heal the sick.”” He was not sure that they 
were not one command, because if we’ could 
teach the truth of God presence to a whole 
generation of children at one time; ill-health 
would almost disappear. That might seem a 
mad thing to say, but it was perfectly true. 

Sickness was far more due to disorder of the 
mind than to disorders of the tissue, or to 
isons. Proofs had been coming in, from 
far and wide, of the extraordinary influence our 
thoughts had upon our bodies. It could not 
be too well known that all fatigue began in 
the mind, At the same time it was true that 
a great deal of sickness was brought upon us 
by our own folly. No doubt, M. Coué had had 
many wonderful cures, and the peasants of 
France implicitly trusted him; but it must be 
remembered that St. John the Evangelist told 
them not to accept new teachings straight off, 
but to consider whether they were true or not, 
and the test was to sa if they eon- 
fessed that Jesus came if the flesh. It 
was a fact that . bodily illness’. could be 
cured by a lie, and that a raving maniac became 
stronger than an ordinary man, 

The effect of some appalling disorder of the 
mind was to make the muscles prodigiously 
strone for the time being. We learned that 
sometimes the ruin of the soul or mind might 
mean the strengthening of the body. Suppos- 
ing there was in M. Coné’s system anything 
déugerous to the spirit, even then some people 
would say :—‘'I don't care. I want to get rid 
of the pain,” That was not trying to the spirit, 
but adopting it before trying it.

Without for a moment. raising the 
delicate political question of whether they 
should or should not have been granted it, if, 
and when, and where, and how they wanted it, 
‘I flatly refuse to believe that self-determination, 
whatever that may mean, has been or ever will 
é of more use to any one than a marine 
biological station. But I have to face the fact 
that many thousands of persons have not only 
performed astonishing antics, but have endured 
astonishing hardships and taken astonishing 
risks in order to secure self-determination, which 
I still assert to be a comparatively useless 
acquisition, while the chance of getting more 
than three other persons—all marine biologists— 
to join with me in breaking shop windows or 
ambushing the Board of Agriculture as a handy 
way of securing a marine. biological station 
(which I continue to assert would do 
a whole lot towards putting Ireland back 
on the map) is nil. But is it? Am I not 
overlooking the real mainsprings of mass action, 
impulses totally unconnected with the object 
pursued? As a matter of fact Iam. I know 
well enough that my letter to the paper de- 
manding the erection of a marine biological 
station, no matter how truculently worded, 
would provoke nothing more satisfactory than 
a long letter from a lady in County Waterford, 
describing how she once kept a tame prawn 
hi a soup tureen which ate out of her hand. 
(She would mean that the prawn ate out of her 
hand, not the soup tureen, but people who 
write to the newspapers never bother about 
trifles like that.) 


How it is Done. 


But if I walkei down Grafton street minus 
essential portions of my attire, ten people who 
cared nothing about marine biological stations 
would do the same the next day—these are the 
people who pride themselves on being “im 
the swim”"—and at least fifty would 
help me to kick the policeman’s shins, not be- 
cause they ‘were sorry for me, but because to 
kick a policeman'’s shins is the first law of 
nature. So I would walk into court the next 
morning with a personal following of some eixty 
stalwarts, all prepared to go to the stake—be- 
cause no man or woman will admit that he or 
She has done anything without a reason—for a 
msrine biological station. After that I pro- 
gress by leaps and bounds. From the dock I 
declare in a loud voice that the 8.P.M.B.S. 
still lives, and twenty people in the gallery and 
three lawyers who realise that I shall be need- 
ing lawyers before I am done immediately be- 
come converted to the cause. If I can buret 
into tears or throw a owarder out 
of the window jit ought to be good 
for another five. At this point I retire into 
obscurity, but the S&.P.M.B.S._ carries 
on. It is THEIR turn to kick, not mere police- 
men, but Cabinet Ministers, hissing as they are 
haled off to durance; vile “Up the Marine 
Biological Station!” And so the snowball will 
roll on, gathering up first the cranks and the 
curious, the idle and the sentimental, then 
the multitude. and finally the intelligent 
people, wntil there is found a solid mass of nany 
thousands of persons, every one of them pre- 
pared to wreak death and damnation, to kill 
and burn and disintegrate, to wreck Empires 
and overthrow Churches in order to get the 
marine biological station.

SOME OLD CUSTOMS. 


The recent discussions in the British Parlia- 
ment over “tabric gloves,’ and the Board of 
Trade returns that within six months of this 
year England imported cotton gloves to the 
value of £467,745, draw attention to the 
universal use of this article of attire in these 
days. 

Gloves hage a most interesting history. Used 
first, it is stated, by the Persians, and then by 
the Greeks and Romans—the two latter nations 
more for protection in labour—the glove in the 
Middle Ages became a mark of distinction, and 
high ecclesiastical personages wore them as part 
of their adornment. Im the age of chivalry a 
lady's glove was worn by the knight who sou ht 
her favour, and the challenger.to a combat 
threw down his glove as a preliminary to battle. 
The wearing of special! kinds of gloves gave rise 
to many Church disputes in former days, and 
the Council of Poictiers decided that Bishops 
only were privileged to wear them. At corona- 
tions in England the champion throws his glove 
in the ring as a challenge, while in France at a 
crowning the stare of the King was blessed. 

At one period judges in England were pro- 
hibited from wearing gloves while on the bench, 
but when a fair Assize took place, with no 
crime to be tried, the sheriffs presented them 
with a pair of white gloves, a custom kept up 
to the present day. 

Several curious customs are connected with 
gloves, and up to comparatively. recent times 
mourners received a pair of gloves at a funeral, 
while clergymen at weddings were similarly en- 
dowed, the latter frequently containing the 
wedding fee. The kissing of a lady when asleep 
or caught sitting on a table in company had 
the result of gaining a pair of gloves in modern 
society, while bets between ladies and gentle- 
men were generally paid in gloves. — i : 

Some special gloves are named in history, 
and when a Monarch bestowed his favour in 
Ea farhion thev were beautifully embroidered 
with precious stones. i ; 

faid has had her share in glove-making, 
and those made in Limerick, sometimes called 
“chicken gloves,” have found their way to all 
parts of the world. Im these latter times every- 
one wears gloves, from the policeman on his 
beat to Biddy on her holiday, so that the num- 
ber bought and sold is prodigious.

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KING'S COUNTY BURNINGS. 
Fine Misnaions Cian to Flames-— Links with 
Historic Past—A Tragic Record. .

E confine the tale of destruction of 
historic mansions and castles in this 
issue. of the Jrish Times to the 
King's County, where the recent re- 
cord of fire raising has been perhaps 

worse than elsewhere. The buildings to whose 
histories we refer include Leap Castle, Roscrea; 
Brookfield House, Tullamore; Screggan Manor, 
and Geashill Castle, All these beautiful. and 
historic buildings as well as many others. have 
been destroyed apparently in pursuance of an 
organised campaign of arson by the irregular 
forces. The buildings which have been given 
to the flames were landmarks in the country- 
side, some of them with histories extending 
back to the 13th and 12th centuries. The story 
of their loss is all the more lamentable in view 
of the fact that other European countries are 
ushing rapidly ahead with large schemes of 


Juror for King’s County; and was always pro- 
minently identified with the social and business 
interests of his county, Captain Briscoe, the 
resent owner, is himself. an. esteemed and 
ighly-popular gentjeman, The Tullamwre Colf 
Links are situated on his property.

Leap Castle, Roscrea, burned by irregulars 
in the early hours of Sunday morning, 30th 
July, has an interesting history. lt was an 
impregnable stronghold in its day. It belonged 
to the O’Carrolls, and from the deed of sur- 
render of Ely O'Carroll, dated 1568 by Sir 
William O'Kerroll, it appears that at that 
ES it was considered a place of military 
mportance. 

It is now the seat of Mr. Jonathan C..Darby, 
D.L.; and passed into the possession of the 
Darby family through a member of it having 
married a daughter of CO Carroll, whose mar- 
riage portion was Leap and its castle. Other 
portions of the present estate were granted by 


the then John Darby. 

The Darby family appear to be of English 
extraction, and the Lean branch are descended 
from Sir William Darby, of Godsby Hall, Lin- 
ecolnshire. There was formerly in Aghangon 
Churchyard, near Roscrea, the tomb of one of 
the family having an inscription dated 1604. In 
the wars of Charles I. they remained faithful 
to the King; and the head of the Leap family 
at the time resisted Cromwell's forces. : 

Jonathan Darby, one of the family, was with 
the Earl of Rosse convicted of hich treason in 
1689, and was revrieved. During the Volunteer 
movement, of 1780, the Leap Independents were 
enrolled under Colonc! Jonathan Darby. 

A record of King’s County families and places 
published*many years ago, says:—“ The castle 
is in a state of fine preservation; and if the old 
wails could speak they could tell many tales of 
stern deeds. The place on ton of the building 
is pointed out where prisoners would be un- 
ceremoniously disposed of, and the servants 
have a.dread of approaching the upper dun- 
geon after nightfall.”

Of the many castles and. mansions in the 
midlands burned by the irregulars during the 
present campaign of destruction, Geashill 
Castle, the seat of Lord Digby, and distant 
some six or eizht miles from Tullamore, is 
perhaps the most historic of all. 

In the year 1305 a great battle was fought in 
and around Gesehill Castle between two septs, 
the O’Dempseys and the O’Connors, who had 
both numerous followers, in. which the 
O’Connors were defeated s with great 
slaughter.” There is evidence th¢t the castle 
was in existence long before this period, but 
how long is not clear. 

In 1306 the castle was destroved by fire in an 
attack by the “wild mountaineers of Offaly,” 
and wae rebuilt. We find that im 
Leonard Gray and the Irish chieftain, 
moy, seized the castle of Geashill 
abbey of Killeigh (in same area), 
which they found large stores of corn, which 
they carried away or burnt.”

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A Pleasant Holiday.

One of the chief advantages of a holiday tour 
is an absolute change of scene and a complete 
novelty of strroundings. Holland, which: is 
within a few hours by sea and. rail from this 
country, and is easily and cheaply come-at-able, 
abundantly fulfils for the holiday tourist ‘this 
essential AH: “Ara Flushing, at which we 
landed from Folkestone, is in itself an exemplar 
of Holland as a most fascinating country. 

The glory of Holland is its cleanliness and the 
beauty of its colour. Everything is so bright, 
its red-roofed villages, painted house doors, 
shutters, window-sills, and bricks: beautiful 
roads for motoring, cycling, and walking, 
bordered by bushwood and trees; fine and 
magnificent buildings. The, native costume, 
greatly worn, is strikingly beautiful—the shin- 
ing white cap, the cork-screw-shaped gold orna- 
ments above the ears, the bodice cut low, with 
light lace chemiseite and short sleeves; the 
circumference of the skirt, brought about by a 
quantity of petticoats artfully put on each 
other. The men also wear the old native 
costume, sá 
_ The people themselves are most kindly and 
hospitable, and one feels under the spell of this 
fascinating country, it’is so quaint and different 
from any other portion of the Continent. One 
notices at once the number of windmills, the 
canals running in every direction, with scores of 
little bridges, and fair-haired children playing 
on them, all shaded with the foliage of ha 
trees, and hy the banks on which etand old red- 
gabled houses. The air in every part is remark. 
ably fresh and invigorating. 

The poignancy of the contrast between the 
past relations of rivalry: and hostility between 
Great Britam and Holland and the present rela- 
tions of gocd-will and mutual affection between 
these countries is observable. At Flushing, 
where we were received, as everywhere, with 
the greatest cordiality, there is a magnificent 
statue of de Ruyter facing the sea, with out- 
stretched arm, as if pointing to England as his 
great objective. De Ruyter, who two centuries 
and a half ago suddenly appeared with his fleet 
at the Nore, took Sheerness, burnt some ships 
at Chatham, ascended the Thames as far as 
Tilbury. That statue supplies one of the many 
object, lessons of the complete and happy revolu- 
tion in feeling in the Great Britain and Holland 
of to-day from the feeling of these countries 
towards each other in times gone by. 

On the magnificence of The Hague, where we 
spent some red-letter days, I need not dwell, 
but what impressed me most in that wonderful 
and beautiful city was not its churches and its 
palaces, nor “‘ The Prisoners’ Gate," nor the

the famous Oldenbarmveldt in 1619, and of the

structure of recent date, "The Palace of 
Peace,” the magnificent gift of Mr. Carnegie, 
whose foundation stone‘was laid in 1907, bear- 
ing the inseription in Latin—”* Andrew 
Carnegie’s generosity dedicated this house to a 
Peace made firm by Justice.” It wag at The 
Hague, in the first Peace Conference of 1898, 
the great conception of the “League of Nations’ 
sprung.

It was with him that 
he spoke, and often when he wes alone the soul 
of the saint assumed visible form. | 

Soon the fame of the mystic spread. His ap- 
pearance added to the wonder that surrounded 
hic name.. He was voung and tall and strikingly 
handsome. His face was deathly pale and his 
eves durk and penetcating, black hair fell to his 
shoulders, his hands were small and white, and 
he wore a long robe, and walked barefoot. 
When the people flocked to the convent he 
addréssed them in the church, speaking from & 
chair near the altar, to which he advanced with 
upraised hands, and his discourse always ended 
with an appeal to contribute to the funds of the 
convent on Mount Athos. 

Merdari's fellow-monks soon saw through the 
imposture. They realised that he was nothing 
but a clever ventriloquist, but as they them- 
selves lived a life of relaxed discipline, and 
sought only to live well at the expense of their 
devout clients, they readily co-operated with him 
en account of thé wealth he brought.

HE bridge described in a deed of 

1711 as “' Barrock’s or Braddock's 

Bridge on thé main road to -Finglas, 

but commonly. known as Bloody Bridge” 

(a fight having taken place there 
in 1671), led across the river to the- new 
Royal Barracks and Oxmantown Green. ‘The 
barracks had just been eompleted on the site 
of a disused quarry, and the social life then 
concomitant to the military profession giving 
occasion for numerous inns and houses for re- 
freshment led to the rise and prosperity of 
Barrack street. Oxmantown Green retained 
much of its original distinctiveness, possessing 
an important bowling green, and a disused ‘ear 
garden, as well as the original ‘‘ Royal School 
of King Charles II," beneath. whose dome 
many sittings of the Irish Parliament had been 
held, one of the last being that in 1729, the 
year. in which the building of the new houses 
in* College Green was commenced, Queen 
atreet (which commemorates Queen Anne), and 
Smithfield, were two of the main arteries of 
Oxmantown—a district whose northern. portion 
beyond King street cofsisted of rolling country, 
dotted with mansion houses, such as those of 
Lord Roscommon. and Lord Fingal. ‘The pre- 
sent St. Michan’s Church then otisleaeell a 
wider expanse of river bank than it does now, 
and tradition states that Robin Hood, who once 
‘had occasion to pay a visit to Dublin, gave an 
exhibition of his skill as an ‘archer from ;ts 
ancient tower. The Inns of Court standing on 
a portion of reclaimed slob mark the position 
of the modern Four Courts, and an open stream 
called the “‘ Bradogue Water,” now underground 
like its sister the '' Poddle,”: entered the Liffey 
about this spot at an inlet or pill until recently 
celebrited in the name Pill lane. Arran street 
was an important thoroughfare in. Oxmantown, 
its “ Royall Bagnio,” a house of entertainment 
of some note Seles at the top of its fame. 
Ormond Market, further to the east, was the 
centre of the meat and fish industry, and its 
importance ean be estimated when it is found 
that documents relating to ‘Stalls in the 
Shambles’ were thought worthy of registra- 
tion. 

St. Mary's Abbey occupied a large area in 
the district in which a street still retains the 
name. Lord Drogheda was owner of this pro- 
perty, and a mortgage (1722) hy that 
nobleman. of some of his possessions, 
including St. Mary's Abbey, stipulates 
for the repayment of “ £8.000 at Strongbow’'s 
Tem in Christ Church Cathedral, in pure 
silver or gold of the weight and value whereof 
silver and gold now are” The mortgagee-—the 
Primate of Ireland and Metropolitan of Man- 
ster—was providing against the dangers that 
wait on a too plentiful issue of Treasury notes. 

Kepel, or Capel, street led to the new “ Linen 
Hall.” im close proximity to the “ Plover 
Field,”’ on which the King’s Inna were after- 
wards erected, and onwards to its junction with 
Drumconragh lane, now Dorset street, then in 
a pleasant semi-rura) district. 

Abbéy street was the min thoroughfare from 
Capel street to Drogheda street, now Sackville 
etreet. and as documents dealine with premises 
in Abbey strect generally refer to ‘“ ware- 
houses and vault« attached thereto,” it is 
obvious that it was an important commercial 
centre. Droghéda street could hoast of being 
representative of the titled classes containing as 
it did many mansion houses. including those 
of Lord Drogheda and Lord Westmeath. It is 
evident, therefore, that thie prrt of Dublin must 
have been, on the whole, fairly prospercus. An 
enclosed green, planted with trees, and called 
“The Mall,” was a feature of Drogheda street, 
and this, taken in conjunction with its fine 
residential buildings, made the street both 
fashionable and picturesque. The southern end 
of Drogheda strect was barred from access to 
the river by houses standing on a eontinuation 
of Bachelor's Walk, but the parallel street, 
called after the famous general, Marlborough 
street, and just then being built upon, abutted 
on the river as now. 


THE NORTH SIDE. 


From this last point the strand of the Liffey 
stretched away to the north-east. The sites of 
the Custom House and Great Northern Station 
were then only slob and waste, though the pfo- 
ject of riparian reclamation was being under- 
taken by some enterprising citizens. The North 
Strand was dominated by the Manor of Bally- 
bough, a valuable property stretching as far as 
Ballybough lane, at the head of Drogheda 
street, and which had been purchased by ita 
then owner, Alderman Eccles, from ‘“ the 
trustees for sale of the forfeited estates of Kine 
James II.”" A street, Eccles street, in the dis- 
trict, still perpetuates the name of this dis- 
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North of Drogheda street the city suburbs 
had not pushed forward to any great extent; 
where now stand the Rotunda and Rutland 
square a piece of waste land was to be seen, 
and Mountjoy square as yet had no existence. 
The North Circular road was im appearance 
very much like to its fellow on the South ade 
of the city. Some years later, however, this 
road became noted for its “Church Parade,”’ 
consequent to the Phoenix Park being thrown 
open for the use of the general public, a privi-

) its ambit will help to furnish an idea 
s original extent. The portion of the north 
bank of the river was onclosed as a ¢cerpark 
for Charles IT., and it was then that the 
‘ Phenix” attained its present general out- 
is on record that in 1724 ‘* Thomas 
Smith, Bart.,”” granted his “office of ranger 
of the Pheenix Park, and of the walk called 
Newtown Walk, and his annual fee of £50," 
to secure .a loan of £1,273; the gentieman who 
advanced the requisite sum being described as 
‘‘ William King, Principal! of St. Mary's Col- 
lege, Oxford.”” The Park at that time was 
without its gardens, monuments, and well-kept 
roads, so that its particular aspect must then 
have been-very different to that whieh it pre- 
sents to-day. It was during the Viceroyalty cf 
the Earl of Chesterfield (1745-47) that the 
citizens were granted the right of free access to 
the Park. 

Proceeding eastward from the main gate of 
the Park, the first crossing of the river was at 
the wooden structure known as Bloody Bridge, 
already referred to: next came Arran Bridee. 
afterwards destroyed by floods in the river; but 
“The Bridge,' which joined Church street with 
Bridge street, had been, till 1670, the only 
means pedestrians had of crossing dry shod 
from bank to bank. It may be. of interest 
here to note that the “ Brazen Head Hotel,” 
still in being in Bridge street, was well 4stab- 
lished at the time, afd held its present relative 
position (that is, the entry to it was through 
other premises on the main line of the street); 
the following clause in the lease seems to bear 
witness to the fact :—' The tenants of the said 
iinn are to have liberty at all times to lead 
horses, carts, corn, hay. dung, or other goods 
through the said entry.” (1722.) 

Ormond Bridge, further down, was destroyed 
during ‘a storm early last century, and its 
place taken by Richmond Bridge. Essex Bridge 
had the honour of being the last structure for 
crossing eastward till Carlisle Bridge was 
erected in 1794. A regular ferry service, how- 
ever, existed across the river. in or about this 
latter point; this is explained in a lease for 21 
years, wherein is granted to T. Singleton “ the 
ferry over the River Anna Liffey at Hawkins’ 
Wall. with the liberty of carrying passengers 
across the said river.” (1708. Quays extended 
more or leas on both sides of the Liffey, from 
Bloody Bridge to Essex Bridge, and the statue 
of George T.. which now keene watch and ward 
in Pawson etreet. then stood on the west side 
of this latter bridge. 


THE CUSTOM HOUSE. 


The opening of the old Custom House (1707) 
had the effect of transferring much bustle and 
business from Merchant's quav to Wellington 
quay, end helped the develonment of 
many streets here 
river's banks:

SMUGGLING. 


The economic outlook was not very en- 
couraging. ‘Trade in woollens had been strangled 
by prohibitive duties, and was represented only 
by an organised system of smuggling to the 
Continent; whilst an effort of the Government 
to foster the linen trade by founding the 
“Linen Hall” (1726) had, so far as Dublin was 
concerned, met with little success. The silk 
weaving, however, had made headway as an im- 
portant manufacture; it had been introduced 
by those Huguenot refugees who flocked to 
Dublin on the “revocation of the Edict of 
Nantes” (1685) and formed a colony in the 
“ Liberties.” To give an idea of the flourishing 
state of this imdustry it may be mentione: 
that in 1730, im and around the district of the 
Coombe, 800 looms wére constantly employed in 
weaving silk and poplin. Though this trade has 
since almost disappeared, the reputation then 
acquired for high-class work has remained with 
Dublin ever since. The brewing of ale was also 
an important item in Dublin’s prosperity, but 
by the importation of London “ porter,” and by 
English legislation m connection with the con- 
trol of the hop trade, brewing as a business was 
about to suffer eclipse for some considerable 
time. Many smail manufactures, such as that 
of leather, cutlery, and gloves, were being 
carried on, but not to any great extent. 

Nevertheless, in spite of depressing facts. 
and of repressive laws, the business of Dublin 
Port was rapidly growing—in 1723 more than 
1,800 ships were engaged in the Dublin trade 
and it waa at this period that the making 
of a deeper channel! in the river and the con- 
struction of new wharves and docks were under- 
taken for the purpose of coping with the in- 
creased sea-going trade. ; 

The control of municipal affairs was vested 
m the City Corporation Council, which included 
representatives from the various Guilds of the 
city. These Guilds were the corporate bodies 
of the different trades, and had a powerfu! voice 
im matters pertaining to industrie! life, fre- 
quently regulating rates of pay and the nature 
of employment. In 1731 was founded anothér 
important bedy—the Dublin Society—which in- 
troducéd many improvements that led to the 
amelioration of both civic and industria] condi- 
tions. 

The general life of the community at tha 
time is, perhaps, what most appeals to the 
twentieth century reader, but it can be barely 
touched on here. Coffee houses. both numerous 
and comfortable, catered for the “ wits,”’ and 
it is not too much to assume that Joseoh 
Addison, when Chief Secretary, frequently 
availed himself of their hospitality. Inns 
afforded the means of consolation to the more 
robust, and ale and brandy were the popular 
beverages; whilst the flashing of swords and 
the discharge of pistols lent an air of liveliness 
to the surroundings. Smock Alley Theatre 
provided ‘‘a feast of reason and a flow of 
soul '' for the playgoer, and St. Stephen's Green 
was frequently the scene of outdoor amuse- 
ments and military displays.

Incidentally it may be mentioned that whilst 
the greatest poverty and distress existed 
amongst the poorer classes, the majority af the 
upper classes wasted their substance by lavish 
entertainments and reckless expenditure. 

Carriages and Sedan chairs were the fashion- 
able means of locomotion within the city, and 
the picture presented ai night, when flares and 
links surrounded the “ chair,” has been im- 
mortalised both in story and on canvas. Riding 
on horseback was the ordinary method cf 
travelling to and from town, and what with 
roads and streets both narrow and dangerous 
had also its romantic side. 

Dublin had been little disturbed by recent 
conflicts on the Continent, and, with the excep- 
tion of the agitation engendered by “ Woods’ 
Halfpence " (1722), the political life for the first 
quarter of the century was more placid than it 
had been for a very long time. The speculation 
induced by the “ South Sea Bubble” seems, 
however, to have reached here, as Mr. Parry— 
lessor of the site of the Houses of Parliament— 
in his will (registered 1734) gives authority for 
the sale of his “ South Sea Stock at the best 

rice obtainable.” Other schemes then on the 
ondon market seem to have raised no great 
interest in Dublin. 

The “Daily Newsletter” and “* Pue’s 
Occurrences ™ were the local thunderers of the 
tame; and the pamphlet as a means of attack- 
ing pols cm a political opponent was used 
unsparingly and relentlessly. 

Men of note, such as Bishop Berkeley and 
Parnell, the poet, lived through the period 
under review, and, no doubt, helped their little 
to mould the time; but no picture of the early 
years of the 18th century would be complete 
that failed to conjure up the vision of Jonathan 
Swift moving among the citizens (for whom he 
had fought so strenuously) on his way from the 
Deanery ir. Kevin street to Harding, the 
printer, with the latest Drapier’s Letter in his 
pocket.

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COSTLY GOLF CLUBS. 


THE “ CORNER “ IN HICKORY. 


One of the causes that are contributing to 
ba the game of golf in the category of 
uxuries is the high prices that are being de 
manded by the chib-makere. Here is a typical 
instance. Before “the war we could purchase 
from a-certain Scottish firm a set of the best 
clubs at an average price of 7s. 6d. a club. Now 
that \firm’s charges range from £1 3s. In the 
ease of the wooden clubs to 15s. for the irons: 
in fact, those charges have been quoted for the 
last four years. 

The professionals are not undercutting the big 
manufacturers. The worst feature of the busi- 
ness is that the big club-making firms are with- 
holding the genuine article from the “ smaller 
men” among the professionals, who must, per- 
force, take what are .known in the trade as 
* gulls” (or refuse) for the shafting of their 
clubs, and be glad to get the cast-off*s at «po! 
eash. 

The result is that the average golfer cannot 
get a shaft at all equal to the pre-war article 
except by accident or through the medium o! 
the favoured professional who is in the happy 
position of being able to forward regularly a 
“ good order “ to the big firm. 

The excuse put forward by the makers is that 
there is a great and increasing scarcity of 
hickory. The real reason.for the prevailing 
scarcity in hickory is, however, to be found in 
the fact that, for a consderable time, cortain 
firms who do a big trade have taken advantage 
of the “boom” im golf and have been 
“ cornering ” this wood. 

I happened, during the war, to hear a 
traveller reading to a professional a letter which 
he had received from “ headquarters,” proving 
that the “ cornering " of first-grade hickory was 
then in progress, the object being to drive the 
small man out of the business. 

That some of the English and Scottish firms 
have been feeling the pinch, and are determined, 
if possible, to find a suitable substitute for the 
“cornered " material, is disclosed in a para 
graph which I came across in an English con 
temporary thie week. It was stated that 
“owing to the short supplies of hickory the 
manufacturers of golf clubs have been seeking 
supplies of wood suitable for golf club shafts 
from some of Britain's overseas possessions.” 

In his annual report on the forests of British 
Malaya. Mr. G. E. Cubitt, the Conservator, 
states that both temperis and Semantun woods 
have been tried for golf club shaíte. and tha! 
requests from England for sample shipments of 
the latter wood were received during the year. 
It is added that Semantun shatts have given 
Should 
Semantun prove a good substitute*for hickory, 
and be procurable at a reasonable price from 
Malaya and in sufficient quantities to meet the 
demands of British golfers, the firms who have 
“ cornered ” the hickory so effectively for the 
last few years might be compelled to release 
their hue atocks, and so tend to a cheapening 
of golf clubs. :
